Only Woman on ^Times’ 
Editorial Board Gives 
Views on Journalism

The tables were turned on June 4, 
when the only woman on the Edi¬ 
torial Board of the N. Y. Times^ 
Anne O’Hare McCormick, instead of 
interviewing some famous celebrity, 
was interviewed herself. 

Looking very neat, trim, and vi¬ 
vacious, Mrs. McCormick confessed 
that she had never seriously thought 
of being a journalist when she was 
a schoolgirl, but she did like to 
write. It was in 1922 that she first 
became a staff member of the Times, 
writing feature stories, and gradu¬ 
ally working her way up to the im¬ 
portant position she holds at pres¬ 
ent. Before 1922, she wrote articles 
for various newspapers and maga¬ 
zines, and for the Sunday Times, 
from abroad, but not as a regular 
correspondent. Her first assignment 
on the Times was to interview Or¬ 
lando, the only surviving member of 
the ‘‘Big Four” who were present at 
the drawing up of the Versailles 
Treaty after the World War. It 
was Mrs. McCormick’s task to write 
up his reminiscences of that famous 
meeting. She laughingly admitted 
to this reporter that it wasn’t a 
very simple assignment either. 

One of the phases of journalistic 
work Mrs. McCormick is much in¬ 
terested in, is interviewing people 
who are responsible for events hap¬ 
pening in the world today, people 
who are making history, such as 
Dictators, Ministers, and Presidents. 
However, she finds that during an 
interview she is even more inter¬ 
ested in studying the personality of 
her subject, noting his characteris¬ 
tics, and discovering just what sort 
of person he really is. She declared 
that the most important thing to 
remember when interviewing a cel¬ 
ebrity, especially a foreign diplo¬ 
mat, is, ‘Win and deserve confi¬ 
dence.”

equal to any male reporter, and that 
even though women are usually em¬ 
ployed to cover society, fashions, re¬ 
cipes, and the like, they can do just 
as excellent work in any field to 
which they are assigned. The great 
difficulty for a woman reporter is 
her start, and since it certainly is 
not an easy field, any woman, to be 
successful, must have very high 
qualifications. Mrs. McCormick lists 
among the most important of these, 
an insatiable interest in and curios¬ 
ity about everything. Nevertheless, 
this inquiring mind is not enough; 
the reporter also needs perseverance

It is true that the last war did not end war as 
we so eagerly hoped. Yet as we view the possible 
consequences of a victory for a dictatorship in the 
present war, it is quite possible to question wheth¬ 
er the same danger did not menace us in the pre¬ 
vious war and whether the part that the United 
States played at that time did not delay for twen¬ 
ty-two years the kind of dominance over democ¬ 
racy which menaces us today. The editor has a 
right to her point of view, but it is also fair to 
state the other side.

She will also never 
make good if she isn’t sincere in her 
work. Although in the last few 
years the number of newspapers has 
steadily diminished, there are still 
great fields for women journal'sts, 
in weekly newspapers, on the radio, 
and in magazines mainly. 

The European War 

Having just returned from abroad, 
where she is sent every year by her 
paper, Mrs. McCormick is very well 
informed about foreign affairs. She 
has definitely noticed that in all 
parts of Europe, war-hatred is prev¬ 
alent. As for the duration of the 
war, no one can judge that very 
accurately, the Germans prophecy- 
ing a short one, and the Allies a 
long one. However, Mrs. McCor¬ 
mick thinks that if the Allies de¬ 
feat the Germans in this drive, the 
war will probably end soon, but if 
the Germans conquer, the Allies will 
not give up, but try again. 

With my notes in my hand, 
and my head filled with thrilling 
facts, I took my leave of Anne 
O’Hare McCormick, convinced that 
I had met not only one of the 
greatest American journalists, but a 
very rare woman as well.
